The initial session of the stand¬ 
ard first-aid course will get un¬ 
der way Tuesday evening, Sept. 
20. 

John Becker, Granite City CD 
auxiliary police chief, said today 
that textbooks and other mate¬ 
rials will be distributed "at the 
registration. The course is pri¬ 
marily designed as the prelim¬ 
inary phase of general training 
for new auxiliary police officers 
and civil defense personnel.

Busy GC Council Ok's Sidewalk on Leonard Ave.; Finds Street Too Costly 


Miscellaneous business on side¬ 
walks, streets and drainage was 
conducted during a 2!4-hour ses¬ 
sion of the Granite City council 
Tuesday night. Three aldermen 
were absent—Boyd, Johnson and 
Thompson—and three others de¬ 
parted for work before the meet¬ 
ing ended — Basarich, Moerlien 
and Dallas. 

Award of a contract to Thom¬ 
as Skerle Concrete Co. on a bid 
of 60.4 cents a square foot — 
$1329—to install a sidewalk along 
Leonard avenue for pupils at¬ 
tending St. Margaret Mary 
school, was approved. The only 
other bid was $1430 (65 cents a 
square foot) by Steams Concrete 
Co. of Maryville road. 

A repeat request for repairs to 
all rail crossings was presented 
by Alderman Poulos, who noted 
extremely dangerous conditions 
at the 22nd street and 19th 
street crossings. 

New Street Turned Down 

No action was taken by the 
council when an estimate of 
$125,000 was given to provide a 
Class A pavement on 16th street 
from State street west to the 
railroad tracks and around the 
south end of the Granite City 
' Industrial Center buildings to 
Niedringhaus avenue. 

The unimproved roadway west 
of Cleveland blvd. is privately 
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owned and not maintained by the 
city. Alderman Sternberg, Street 
committee chairman, said that 
while the roadway would provide 
another outlet from the West 
Granite - Lincoln P l.a c e area 
across town to State street, funds 
are not available to carry out the 
work. ' 

He noted the extreme -problem 
of drainage because of adjacent 
railroad tracks that are higher 
than the street. 

Drainage along Iowa street and 
Washington avenue at 16th street 
and south has become a problem 
since Granite City Steel’s expan¬ 
sion program started, and Stern¬ 
berg said he was conferring with 
the company and its contractors 
on providing drainage. 

Change in MFT Policy 

Sternberg was authorized to 
study a change in policy by the 
state in requiring cities to pay 
larger amounts of motor fuel 
tax funds for improvement of 
primary roads through a munici¬ 
pality. Hearings are to start next 
month. 

Under the present policy, cit¬ 
ies pay 50% of such costs from 
MFT funds. The new figures 
would be 62%, cutting the 
amount of MFT funds that would 


be vailable for the city's own 
work on arterial streets. 

Approved was a request for a 
14-foot extension on the 23rd 
street driveway at Andy’s Sin¬ 
clair Service, 23rd and Madison 
avenue. 

Reluctance to pay a five-cent 
per capita fee (about $2200) to the 
East-West Gateway Coordinating 
Council to fill a refedal require¬ 
ment for an agency to serve as 
a major highway planning group- 
for the two-state metropolitan 
area was expressed by the aider- 
men, who said they favored a 
program adopted by the Alton 
city council. 

Payment by County Sought 

Mayor Partney pointed out Al¬ 
ton favors the payment to be 
mad® by the county board of su¬ 
pervisors. He added that in the 
event some municipalities failed 
to meet their obligation, the five- 
cent fee could he raised. 


The next session of the Gran¬ 
ite City council will be held on 
a Wednesday night—Sept. 21— 
because most aldermen and city 
officials will be in Chicago at¬ 
tending a convention on the 
regular meeting date, Monday, 
Sept. 19. 

The change in meeting date 
was authorized during Tuesday 
evening’s meeting when it was 
noted the annual convention of 
the Illinois Municipal League 
will be Sept. 17-20.

operating encoder machines, 
Vance said, notifying county 
sheriffs offices within their 
areas. The sheriff then is re¬ 
quired to pass the warning on to 
designated officials in the coun¬ 
ty, cities and towns in his juris¬ 
diction, as well as to persons 
living in unincorporated areas. 

CD Responsibility 
Under the Illinois civil defense 
preparedness plan, city officials 
have a direct responsibility for 
providing a 24-hour warning ca¬ 
pability in their own community. 

AH that is necessary to receive 
the warning message is to install 
a radio receiver on the 42.5mc 
frequency attached with a proper 
decoder, or attach a decoder 
device to an existing receiver, 
Vance explained.. 

The device automatically acti¬ 
vates the radio receiver when an 
emergency transmission is made 
from the state police district sta¬ 
tion, he said, and enables the 
sheriff to switch off the decoder 
feature, eliminating the need for 
constant monitoring of state po¬ 
lice transmissions. 

The state CD director said that 
officials in counties, cities, towns, 
institutions, hospitals, industrial 
plants and schools will be urged 
to install a radio receiver 
equipped with a decoder turned

EDITORIAL 


There seems to be no doubt that state legisla¬ 
tors will allow Illinois to go onto national daylight 
saving time automatically beginning next year. 

In the interest of avoiding cohfusion and in 1 
convenience within this metropolitan area, Quad- 
Cityans are hopeful that Missouri legislators also 
will abstain from adopting a standard time bill at 
their 1967 session. 

It will be recalled that Congress has enacted 
a uniform April-October "fast time" law subject 
to reversal only by each state assembly. Most states 
■ want longer sunlight on summer evenings, but Mis¬ 
souri has been on the doubtful list. 

A favorable sign is that many Missouri cities 
adopted daylight time this summer. Even in the 
last major holdout, Kansas City, businessmen have 
gone on record as urging fast time. 

A certain amount of uniformity is assured by 
the new federal stipulation that the same time law 
must, prevail throughout a state. But residents of 
fringe areas like this community have their fingers 
crosised, recalling the problems encountered in the 
1 940s when the daylight time issue was being de¬ 
bated in each municipality. 


Action Being Taken to Ease 
Construction Labor Shortage 

An answer to the shortage of construction 
workers may be provided by the new apprentice 
and advanced training program being started in 
Madison county and I 5 other Illinois counties. 

It is to be financed by a fund established 
under terms of agreements reached this summer 
between five building trade unions and the South¬ 
ern Illinois Builders Association. The contributions 
by contractors will be at a rate of two cents for 
each manhour worked, and are expected to exceed 
$100,000 yearly. 

Carpenter apprentice instruction already has 
been arranged, and similar plans are to be an¬ 
nounced soon by laborers, ironworkers, cement 
masons and operating engineers. No doubt South¬ 
ern Illinois University and school systems in this 
area will_ be glad to provide full cooperation, as 
they have for past programs of smaller scope. 

The training plan is a fine program that might 
well be considered by other crafts experiencing dif¬ 
ficulty in providing sufficient manpower. And its 
graduates certainly should be permitted to 
eventually gain full membership rights within their 
labor organizations. 


Venice Elderly Housing Project, 

Other New Accommodations Needed 

A study of' public housing for the elderly, 
conducted this summer by the city of Venice and 
the Madison County Housing Authority, may 
partly solve the problem faced by 60 to 70 Kerr 
Island families and other Venice residents in the 
path of the proposed Federal Aid Route 1 51 right-, 
of-way. 

Because of the age limit, such apartments 
would be only a partial answer. Interested gov¬ 
ernmental bodies and civic groups should begin 
accelerating their preparations to be of further 
assistance. 

Past experience has shown that new federal 
low-rent housing built during displacement of 
families often is not used by many of those for 
whom it is intended. Nevertheless, die project pro¬ 
posed for construction at Kerr Island would at 
least make housing available to all of advanced 
age and restricted income who want to remain in 
their present neighborhood. 

Special problems arise regarding the younger 
families. Fifteen years ago, when efforts were made 
to help Kerr Island residents find other accommo¬ 
dations, many found that their earnings were too 
high to qualify for residence in public housing. 

Whether private or public developments 
would offer the best solution in 1967 is not yet 
clear. Perhaps a clearing-house, manned by volun¬ 
teers, could be set up to provide information on 
property available for rental or purchase. 

Certainly, adequate housing must be found by 
all whose present dwellings will be eliminated as 
the Great River Road progresses southward 
through the Quad-Cities, and right-of-way acquisi¬ 
tion is to be started early next year. •" 

Along with the current study of housing for 
senior citizens, the municipality should pursue crea¬ 
tion of a "workable plan" through which qualifi¬ 
cation for a variety of federal grants is attained. 
The first step, a Southwestern Illinois Metropolitan 
Area Planning Commission survey, already is 
underway. 

Subsequent adoption and enforcement of a 
revised building code, and action to meet other 
requirements, could lead to an urban renewal 
program that might give an entirely new look to 
the western part of the Quad-Cities.

Talks, which progressed over 
a period of 60 days, have failed 
to resolve differences in work 
conditions between the union and 
Illinois Power. The union voted 
down a proposal of a 4% wage 
increase, or arbitration of all is¬ 
sues including wages. 

Under the notice served by the 
union, work can be stopped at 
any time. With no local contracts 
expiring, no direct effect may be 
felt in the Quad-Cities. 

The company said in a state¬ 
ment that “groups of engineers 
and other supervisory and non¬ 
union personnel have been set 
up to take over the vital function 
of continuing electric service. 

Similar groups have been estab¬ 
lished, and will take over in case 
of a strike, other operations of 
the company, including service 
of natural gas in-our areas. 

"The company has an obliga¬ 
tion and a responsibility to serve. 

This we intend to do because we ' 
consider it vital, despite any dif¬ 
ferences between our company 
and our union employees." 

Crews moved' Monday into 
power plants at Havana, Henne¬ 
pin, Wood River and Vermilion, 
near Danville. At the same time, 
supervisory personnel was alerted 
to take over maintenance duties 
in the northern service areas of 
the company in which the Local 
51 contract applies. 

1100 Members of Local 
Local 51 has about 1100 mem¬ 
bers employed by Illinois Power 
in the four power plants and in 
areas around Decatur, Jackson¬ 
ville, Bloomington, Danville, 

Champaign, Galesburg, Kewanee 
and LaSalle. Southern areas of 
the company will continue to op¬ 
erate with other unions, with 
firm contracts providing for no

Johnston and the words were by 1 
Charles Mackay. The Historical 
Library copy has an 1874 as well i 
as an 1875 copyright date on it, ; 

The song was very j 
popular in the late 1870s. < 

The words for the original * 
“Illinois" were written in the « 
early 1890s by Charles H. Cham- t 
berlin, a Civil War veteran, for t 
his friend Col. Oscar B. Knight, , 
who sang it in stage appearances t 
throughout the state and in 1 
Washington and other cities, Wal- t 
ton said. 

Chamberlin’s words and John¬ 
son’s “Baby Mine” music were 
adopted as the official Illinois 
state song in 1925. The legislative _ 
bill was introduced by Mrs. 
Florence Fifer Bohrer of Bloom¬ 
ington, daughter of former Gov. 
Joseph Fifer and first woman 
elected to the state senate.
